General Lawton was killed in battle 
with insurrectos In the Island of Luzon 
In ltt<H) while fitrhtliis at the hond of 
his troDjis. A short tlini^ liefore the 
traRlP rloae of his career be had writ- 
ten to a friend in the United ttataa a 
letter, in which ba aald: 

"If I am shot by a Fill»liM b«ais« tt 
might as «ifsil some frsm ana af my 
awn men, beeausa I knew from eb- 
aorvation, conflrmsd by eapturad pris- 
oners, that the continuance of fighting 
ii chiefly due to reports that are sent 

out from America." 

The words of Lawton, fighting a 
treacherous foe In a tropical country, 
were meant as a protest against the 
onpatrtotlc "antl-UnparlaUst" agltaton 
bar* In tba Unitad Btatss. where ex- 
pressions of sympathy for the Insur- 
rection gave constant aid and comfort 
to the enemy. Army ofllccrs ot high 
character and ru;rf,'f(l oxihtU'iko in 
the I^UUIrplnes have frcjuently W- 
pressed the opinion that the insurrec- 
tion would not have lasted ninety days 
bad It not been for the support, moral 
and etbarwlaa^ wbieb Its laidara n- 
ealTad Crom tbalr unpfttblitn In 
Ajnerlca. 

Chief among those sympathizers, tba 
insistent and most recltless of all, was 
William Jennings Bryan, and against 
him the prophetic words of the lament- 
ed Lawton stand like an accusation 
from the grave. For his unpatriotic 
courso during the Filipino insurrection 
Air. Bryan lacked aren tba shadow of 
an ezenaa. Ba bad onttrsd tba mili- 
tary sarrlca during the Bpaniab war as 
a volunteer officer, and he knew that 
the war and the Insurrection In the is- 
lands could l>e concluded only with the 
uu(iualin>>d recognition of American 
authority wherever It was asserted. 
But In spite of that he encouraged the 
Filipino to continue in armed resist- 
ance, and his reckless expressions un- 
dotaMadly helped to prokng a dsape^ 
ftta and costly atmggia wbleb ba knaw 
In his heart vonld never end except In 
the wsy It was ended. Mr. Bryan's 
conduct throuKhout that conflict, which 
cost so much (iliko to the United States 
and to the doluded I'lllpluos them- 
selves, amount«d to moral treason, and 
It will never be forgiven by the sur- 
vivors at tbosa gallant man from whom 
it exacted tba last full mmtmn of sac- 
rIBot la davetlOB to daty.
